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MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.69 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.69  for  March  1964  deliveries  of  Grade  A 
milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform 
price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differen¬ 
tial  of  7  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent 
standard.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  4  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge.  This  price  is  1  cent  higher  than 
the  uniform  price  of  a  year  ago,  but  is  21  cents  less  than  the  February  1964  uniform  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Daily  average  herd  production  reached  an  all-time  high  for  this  market  during  the  March 
1964  delivery  period.  The  915  pound  average  per  producer  is  103  pounds  higher  than  a 
year  ago.  With  the  same  kind  of  increase  in  production  that  was  recorded  last  spring  in 
May  1964,  the  average  should  reach  almost  1000  pounds.  The  daily  average  production  was 
up  very  little  over  February  1964,  but  we  had  a  decrease  of  14  producers,  so  the  pro¬ 
ducers  still  on  the  market  have  increased  about  20  pounds  per  day.  The  daily  average 
producer  receipts,  when  compared  with  March  1963,  are  up  5.5  percent. 

CLASS  I  UTILIZATION 


Utilization  of  producer  receipts  in  Class  I  products  is  down  about  4  percent,  both  from 
last  month  and  from  March  1963.  The  Class  I  sales  is  almost  the  same  as  it  was  a  year 
ago,  but  because  of  the  5  percent  increase  in  production,  it  has  dropped  the  utilization 
figure  in  Class  I  to  69.5  percent  instead  of  the  73.5  percent  of  a  year  ago.  There  was 
a  decline  of  5  percent  in  daily  Class  I  sales  from  February,  which  is  quite  different 
than  last  year,  when  there  was  only  a  1  percent  decrease  in  March  1963  from  February  1963. 
It  appears  that  the  spring  flush  is  starting  early  this  year  and  will  be  considerably  more 
than  in  the  past  few  years,  when  a  base-excess  plan  was  in  effect.  However,  this  may  be 
just  an  overall  trend  in  milk  production. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 


The  Class  I  price  for  the  April  1964  delivery  period  will  be  $3.97  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  milk.  The  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per  hundredweight  to  the 
basic  formula  price  ($3.15),  minus  the  8  cent  supply-demand  adjustment.  The  supply- 
demand  adjustment  for  the  May  1964  delivery  period  will  be  a  minus  8  cents.
